Winter Squash. 


When great numbers of people are 
to be served with an attractive plate of 
food, whether at the Thanksgiving ta- 
ble or in an institution, fine, fluffy 
mashed potato or squash or turnip is a 
real garnish. 

The whipping of ail sorts of purees, 
of which mashed potato is one,. over 
the fire, after they are seasoned dries 


them out. Just one tablespoon too 


much wet in potatoes, or especially in 
squash, will help to make it insipid, 
while dried to the right point it seems 
to have twice the body and three times 
the agreeableness in taste. 

Mashed squash repays attention with 
the whisk wielded, with a good many 
circlings of the elbow, as truly as 
mashed potato. Squash prepared in 
the quickest way if whisked over the 
fire will have that dry quality so rare- 
ly seen in mashed squash anywhere in 
these days. In this method the squash 
is pared, cut in small blocks, put on to 
ecok in a small aluminum and covered 
kettle with about enough cold water 
te half cover it. When this water boils 
turn the fire to the lowest point. Some 
Hubbard squashes will be done in ten 
minutes, cooked in this fashion, or 


minutes and there are yet others that 
are more stubborn. Mash and season 
and then with a wire potato masher 
beat this squash over the fire, whisk- 
ing with real determination.
